neſt Love is moſt full of Jealouſy. Her Hus 
band the look'd upon as a private Perſon, and 
to be carried by him into the Country, out of 
her Element, (being Ambitious of Glory, au 
a Beauty Covetous of Applauſe) were to c Joſe 
(as the thought) with an inſufferable Torment; 
thougb he was a Man that did not only every 
way merit her Love, but he lov'd her with 
extraordinary Affection, having a gentle, mild, 
and courteous Diſpoſition, eſpecially to Women 
ſuch as might win upon the rougheſt Natures, 
But this fiery Heat of his Wive's mounted upon
